SAN FRANCISCO - The 
S tate Supreme Court yesterday 
g a v e the co u rts fa rre a c h in g 
powers to overrule the deci­ 
sions of local g o v e rn m en tal 
agencies. 
By a 4-3 vote, the justices 
said 
that a California court 
m ay make its own investigation 
of the facts to determ ine wheth­ 
er a local agency's decision was 
the correct one 
In the past, the courts only 
had the power to determ ine 
w hether a local council, board 
or commission had “ substantial 
evidence'’ to back up its deci­ 
sion in a case. If the court 
found the ag ency had good 
cause for its action, it autom ati­ 
cally would uphold it. 
For example, a court hearing 
th e ap peal of a d ism issed 
school teacher only would de­ 
cide if the school district had 
good 
reasons for the firing. 
Even lf the judge disagreed 
with the dism issal, he could not 
overrule it unless he found that 
the district had acted in an 
arbitrary, capricious'’ fashion.

As a result of yesterday’s 
ruling, a judge now can base 
his decision on the evidence in 
a case. If he believed that the 
leacher should not have been 
fifed, he can overrule the dis- 
triet even if school authorities 
had presented substantial e n 
denct* to back up their action 
The suprem e court ruling af­ 
fects all local agencies, includ­ 
ing city and county governing 
bodies, com m issions, school 
hoards, regional agencies and 
state agencies which have local 
jusisdiction.

SANTA ROSA - Sonom a 
C ounty's gross agricultural in­ 
come reached a record level of 
8126.6 million during 1973, ag ri­ 
cultural comm issioner H arry F 
M cCracken told Sonoma super­ 
visors yesterday. 
He said the record income 
was due to higher prices and 
favorable growing conditions. 
“ A lot of it," he said, is due to 
supply and demand, with in­ 
come gain registered in some 
products despite a decline in 
production 
“Our apples, for exam ple — 
there is very little carryover in 
storage because dem and is so 
high 
I 'm talked to processing 
plants and they say people call 
them now and don’t even ask 
the price They just ask if they 
can get so many cases — peri­ 
od 
.McCracken said milk. South­ 
ern Sonoma s most im portant 
crop " was the largest single 
item in the 1973 report, with 
income pegged at $&4.8 million, 
com pared to 830.8 million in 
1972. 
A lth o u g h 
d a ir y 
in c o m e 
soared. McCracken said total 
milk production slipped slightly 
trom the 5.2 million hundred­ 
weight figure of 1972 to just a 
little over 5 million last year. 
The county's population of 
m ilk cow s and h eife rs d e ­ 
creased in 1973 to 43,500 head, 
com pared to 44,500 the year 
before. 
Fruit and nut crops showed 
the largest gains during the* 
year. McCracken told supervi­ 
sors.

lion in 1972 Grape tonnage over

WASHINGTON (UPL - The 
H ouse c o m m itte e d e c id in g 
whether there are grounds to 
im peach President Nixon took 
possession today of possibly vi 
tai evidence — the W atergate 
grand ju ry 's secret report into 
Nixon’s handling of the scandal 
Lawyers for the House Judi­ 
ciary Comm ittee got a two-page 
sum m ary of the evidence and a 
bulging brown leather briefcase 
filled with m aterial from the 
private office safe of I' S. Dis­ 
trict Judge John J. Sirica. 
Sirica ruled last week—and 
the LVS. Court of Appeals up­ 
held—that the comm ittee must 
have the grand jury report 
The jury, which March I in 
dieted seven of Nixon's closest 
aides and cam paign officials 
for conspiracy in the W atergate 
cover-up, had asked Sirica to 
give the com m ittee the fruit of 
its inquiry into the President s 
handling of the scandal. 
John 
Doar. 
the comm ittee 
chief counsel, was guarded by 
four large police officers as he 
left Sirica’s office at noon c ar­ 
rying the briefcase. He did not 
talk with reporters 
Sirica called reporters into 
his office and told them the 
transfer process was complete 
Ile read a letter from Judici 
car) chairm an Peter J. Rodino, 
D-N.J . authorizing Doar “to 
receive on behalf of the Judi 
clary C om m ittee'' the grand 
jury report and accompanying 
m aterials 
“ I deeply appreciate the co­ 
operation of the District Court 
of the United States of Amen 
c a," Rodino wrote Sirica 
The judge then read a state­ 
ment which said that he had 
turned the m aterial over to 
Doar and minority counsel Al- 
liert Jennor. and "as far as the 
court is concerned, the tran s­ 
m ittal is hereby com pleted." 
Sirica said in comm ents to 
reporters that he and the House 
com m ittee investigators met in 
the* jury room, “not my office," 
and simply made an inventory 
of the m aterial 
• W e wanted to be sure that 
they got everything the grand 
jury wanted us to turn over," 
he said 
He refused to describe any of 
the m aterial and would not say 
if there was indeed a tape of 
the March 21. 1973 conversation 
between Nixon and John VV

m oney" to W atergate burglars 
was discussed 
Sirica said his next move 
after turning over the report 
was to go on vacation 
It was Sirica who on March

Tribunal Invalidates 
State's Filing Fee 


Court Also Rules On 
Other Election Policies 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme Court held 
today that states may not bar candidates from the 
ballot solely because they cannot afford a filing 
fee. 
------------------------------------- 
The decision, in v alid atin g 
California's current filing fee 
requirem ent, was one of three 
issued today dealing with state 
election laws. 
Writing for the m ajority in 
the California fee case, Chief 
Justice W arren E. Berger said 
C alifo rn ia 
had 
chosen 
“ to 
achieve the im portant and legit­ 
im ate interest of maintaining 
the integrity of elections by 
m eans which operate to exclude 
some potentially serious candi­ 
dates from the ballot without 
providing them with any alter­ 
native means of coming before 
the v o te rs" 
“Selection of candidates sole­ 
ly on the basis of ability to pay 
a lived fee without providing 
any alternative means is not 
reasonably necessary to the ac­ 
complishment of the state's le­ 
g itim a te election in te re sts,” 
B urger said 
"Accordingly, we hold that in 
the absence of reasonable alter­ 
native means of ballot access, a 
state may not. consistent with 
c o n stitu tio n al sta n d a rd s, re ­ 
quire from an indigent candi­ 
date filing fees he cannot pay." 
State courts had upheld the 
system 
.All 
the justices agreed in 
reversing the state decision al­ 
though two justices, Harry A 
B lackm un 
and 
W illiam 
H 
Relinquish did not go the full 
distance with the m ajority, 
Blackmun and Rehnquist said 
they felt that a write-in provi­ 
sion enabling indigents to run 
tor office would be sufficient to 
preserve the California system. 
In a second case, decided on 
an 8-to-l vote, the* court left 
Texas laws on access to the 
ballot by minor parties largely 
intact, finding that they did not 
add 
up to an im perm issible 
burden 
Ju stic e W illiam O 
Douglas disagreed 
The complex system of m i­ 
nority party qualification proce­ 


dures had been attacked by the 
Am erican Party of Texas and 
three 
sm aller parties as an 
unconstitutional 
“ labyrinth of 
d etails" that are biased in fa­ 
vor of Democrats and Republi­ 
cans. 
The 
third case dealt with 
qualifications for independent 
candidates, again in the setting 
of California law. 
The court in a 6-to-3 vote, 
approved a California election 
law 
provision that forbids a 
place on the ballot to an inde­ 


pendent candidate for elective 
office who has been a regis 
tered voter in a qualified politi­ 
cal party within the year pre­ 
ceding the election. 
But the court sent back for 
further fact-finding other ques­ 
tions relating to California re­ 
quirem ents m ade of independ­ 
ent candidates. 
The law requires that an in­ 
dependent have nominating p a ­ 
pers signed by no less than 5 
per cent nor m ore than 6 per 
cent of the num ber of persons 
who voted 
in 
the preceding 
general election. The signatures 
m ust be obtained in a 24-day 
period. 
The justices sent these provi­ 
sions back to a federal district 
court in California to determ ine 
whether they constitute an un­ 
constitutional restriction on bal­ 
lot access

PARIS (UPI) — Ailing President Georges Pom­ 
pidou, whose health has caused widespread press 
speculation that he will be forced to quit and call 
an early election, again postponed 
his return to work and remained at 
home today for the fifth straight 
day. 
It was the second time the Presi­ 
dent has put off a scheduled cere­ 
mony to receive the credentials of 
East Germany’s first ambassador 
to France, Ernst Scholz. Suffering 
what officials called a slight but 
painful disorder, Pompidou never­ 
theless kept in touch with affairs 
officials said. 
A spokesman at the Elysee Presidential palace 
said Pompidou now plans to return to his office 
tomorrow.

Milkmen Used Demo Dummies 


As A Funnel For Nixon Funds 


WASHINGTON (UPI* - Sev­ 
eral prominent Democrats were 
used by the Associated Milk 
Producers, Inc., the nation's 
largest dairy co-op, to cover up 
a $100,000 cash contribution to 
President Nixon, the Washing­ 
ton Post said in today's edi­ 
tions. 
The Post said details of the 
plan for paying back the money 
are contained in a report com­ 
missioned by AMPI's board of 
directors and prepared by Ar­ 
kansas 
law yer 
Edw ard 
L. 
Wright, a former American Bar 
Association president. 
The board action was a move 
to follow up reports of illicit 
campaign contributions by coop 
officials 
The Post said the report on 
AM Pi s political dealings in­ 
volved dum m y paym ents to 
Democratic lawyers and public 
relations consultants who, in 
turn, gave the money back to 
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the coop, apparently with no 
questions asked. 


The newspaper said the re­ 
port showed the money was 
used to pay off various obliga­ 
tions, including the $100,000 
bank loan AMPI officials ob­ 
tained to pay for the secret 
contribution to President Nixon. 


The scheme was devised af­ 
ter an official of AMPI’s politi­ 
cal arm. Trust for Agricultural 
and Political Education (TAPE) 
discovered there existed under 
federal law a $5,000 limit on 
individual contributions, the

Call By Thieu 


SAIGON (UPI) — President 
Ngyen Van Thieu said today 
only the blood and sweat of the 
South Vietnamese people could 
save the nation from Commu­ 
nist infiltration and attacks. 
Speaking on the fourth anni­ 
versary of the government’s 
land reform program, Thieu 
told a ceremony at Vung Tau, 
40 miles southeast of Saigon, 
and a national radio audience, 
he had ordered a huge acceler­ 
ation of the land reform.

Report On Nixon 
Homes Defended 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
chairman of the House commit­ 
tee that reported President Nix­ 
on spent $17 million to maintain 
his vacation homes says despite 
blistering White House criti­ 
cism the report is “objective 
and straightforward.” 


Rep. Jack Brooks, D-Tex., 
said yesterday the report, the 
specifics of which are still sup­ 
posed to be confidential, docu­ 
ments "how $17 million of tax­ 
payers' money was spent that 
would not have been spent bat 
for the President’s desire to 
maintain three private homes.” 
“ If the President had not 
bought those houses after he 
was elected, the American tax­ 
payers would not have been 
charged $17 million,” declared 
the fe isty , cig ar-sm o k in g 
Brooks. “It’s that simple.” 
Brooks was reacting to sharp 
criticism from the White House 
that he was a partisan Demo­ 
crat out to “get" the President 
and that the report was pur­ 
posely biased. 
“This report is an objective 
and straightforward analysis of 
all the data obtained by the 
subcommittee during an inten­ 
sive investigation,” he said. 
Brooks also rejected the 
White House position that only 
$205,000 was spent to maintain 
the homes at San Clemente, 
Calif, and Key Biscayne, Fla., 


for the past five years. 
“That figure is totally mis­ 
leading in that it relates only to 
expenditures within the four 
walls of the home,” he said. 
“The fact is that $17 million 
has been spent. This figure 
covers all costs incurred' in 
connection with these privalely 
owed compounds including se­ 
curity, communications, d ic e 
support, helipads, heating sys­ 
tems, landscaping, permanent 
guard details, and other stfch 
items.” 
Noting that the report of his 
Governm ent A ffairs subcom ­ 
mittee was the fifth upward 
revision of the spending figure. 
Brooks said “ an even clbser 
look" might find that the spend­ 
ing was actually higher. 
The spending was “ a misuse 
of tax p ay ers’ funds,’’ said 
Brooks “ I cannot believe the 
Am erican people would ap ­ 
prove the continuing expend) 
ture of $1.6 million each year to 
maintain government employes 
at vacation complexes for the 
President."

“ I vote this way with reluct­ 
ance because personally I want­ 
ed one of our schools to give 
this calendar a try.” said trust 
ee John G. Eliot Jr., ‘ but it’s 
obvious this idea is dead for 
next year.” 


The unanimous board deci­ 
sion climaxed a year of discus­ 
sion by opponents and propo­ 
nents in the district. 
The new calendar the district 
would have used would have 
had four sessions of nine weeks 
of school, alternating with three 
three-week holidays and one 
seven-week summer vacation. 
Previously, the board had 
said it would go ahead with the 
idea if one school had substan­ 
tial majorities of parents and 
teachers who wanted it. Marin 
Terrace, the only school where 
most of the parents responding 
to a survey favored the calen­ 
dar, had a slim majority with 
65 parents, or 54 per cent, 
voting “ yes” and dissenters 
numbering 55 or 46 per cent. 
Teachers at that school were ll 
to 2 in favor of the idea. 
Supt 
Peter Palches agreed 


that the board should forget the 
new calendar for the other six 
district elementary schools but 
urged that Marin Terrace pro­ 
ponents get one more week to 
discuss it and perhaps come up 
with a new variation on the 
calendar.

Reformulation 
Of Korean Plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
State Department said yester­ 
day a proposal by North Korea 
the United States negotiate di­ 
rectly with Pyongyang to solve 
the Korean problems and end 
American military aid to the 
South appeared to be a refor­ 
m ulation of proposals made 
about a year ago.

MOSCOW (UPI) - U.S. Sec­ 
retary of State Henry' A. Kissin­ 
ger and Soviet Communist par­ 
ty general secretary Leonid I 
Brezhnev today discussed the 
delicate question of the Middle 
East where Kissinger’s person­ 
al diplomacy has annoyed the 
Soviets. 


State Department spokesman 
George Vest said the two men 
discussed 
Middle East in a 
three and one half hour meeting 
at the Kremlin on the second 
day of Kissinger's visit here 
They planned to resume talks 
at 5 p.m. (IO a m. EDT) Y'est- 
said the two men got into the 
subject of Middle East peace 
negotiations after their earlier 
discussions on the stalled Stra­ 
tegic Arms Limitation Talks 
(SALT) in Geneva But he gave 
no details. 
The Soviets have been critical 
of Kissingers personal diploma­ 
cy in the Middle East, indicat­ 
ing they want the action shifted 
back to the Geneva peace con 
ference where they felt they 
can have more of a say. 
The Communist party news­ 
paper Pravda, in a reference tu 
Kissinger’s Middle East diplo­ 
macy last week, said the Amer­ 
ican press had hailed it as a 
triumph hut "it turns out that 
the mountain has given birth to 
a mouse ” 
Y'est said Alfred L Atherton 
Jr assistant U.S. secretary for 
Near East and South Asian 
affairs, joinedthe talks today 
for the Middle East discussion 
He said Kissinger and Brezh­ 
nev devoted most of their meet­ 
ing to this subject, and also 
touched briefly on the Soviet- 
promoted European security 
conference rn Geneva. 
After the morning meeting. 
Ki^-inger lunched privately 
with his senior aides at the 
Lenin Hills residence where he 
is staying. Vest said 
Vest said that Kissinger had 
originally planned to travel this 
afternoon with Brezhnev to 
Zavidovo, on the Volga River 
about 70 miles north of Moscow , 
for more talks at Brezhnev's 
dacha But he said the trip was 
cancelled because of "bad 
weather," A light wet snow was 
falling in Moscow 
Kissinger opened his talks 
with Brezhnev yesterday and 
told Soviet officials during a 
luncheon toast 
"Our greatest 
goal over the next three years 
is that we can make the rela­ 
tionship that has grown up be 
tween our two peoples and our 
leaders irreversible." 
However, Y'est denied a news 
agency report that Kissinger 
told the Soviets that Nixon has 
no intention of resigning before

While the physical conditions 
for women in prison are far less 
severe than those for men, in­

Island “ slowly cut off 
your emotions and feelings 
“ The monotony is what really 
got to you.” said Pat of her 
u n changing routine at CWI 
“ Most people adjust, 
'h e said. 
“ You live entirely within that 
fence There is no other reality 
but that and it starts closing 
down sensations of touch and 
feeling You deal with it, other

"I W AS scared to death to get 
out I felt much safer inside the 


institution in many ways. It 
was 
where 
I chose to stay 
because of this.” said Pat of 
her feelings after isolation from 
society. 
The women who are incarcer­ 
ated at the two women's institu­ 
tions in California very often 
shouldn't be there in the first 
place," said Pat because most 
women initially commit nonvi­ 
olent. victim less crimes. Only 
after unsuccessful attem pts at 
rehabilitation, from drug and 
alcohol 
addiction, do women 
commit mort* serious crim es, 
she said. 
Vocational training is lacking 
in prison and rehabilitation at 
CWI when she was there meant 
work — clerical, laundry and 
sewing, all the things that kept 
the institution running. 
“ Salaries are low,” she said, 
and “ some aren t paid af all."

Clerk Candidates 


George H. Gnoss's decision to 
retire at the end of this year 
has 
given 
Marin 
voters 
the 
unusual opportunity of choosing 
among six candidates for coun­ 
ty clerk. 
Not within memory has such 
a situation occurred before. 
During the long incumbencies 
of Gnoss and his predecessor, 
G eorge C. Jones, opposition 
candidates for the clerk’s posi­ 
tion were few and far between. 


E V E N 
MORE 
surprising, 
each of the six candidates 
brings some experience qualifi­ 
cations to his bid for the office. 
Frank Bigley, town treasurer 
of Corte M adera, had first 
planned to oppose Stanley J. 
Fontez for treasurer-tax collec­ 
tor, but switched to the clerk’s 
race. Bigley's present position 
and 
his 
previous 
service as 
chief of the management divi­ 
sion in the Sixth Army comp­ 
troller's office appear to fit him 
better for the treasurer’s job, 
but 
the 
management experi­ 
ence should be valuable in the 
clerk’s office too. 
N ad ean 
E. 
Chapm an has 
served eight y ea rs full-tim e 
and nine years previously part­ 
time in the county clerk's of­ 
fice. during which she has ac­ 
quired some experience in each 
of its assorted functions. 
Howard Hanson is on a two- 
year assignment, under a fed­ 
eral grant, as administrator for 
the 
Marin County Superior 
Court. Previously he worked as 
an administrator in the Los 
Angeles city attorney and city 
administrator's offices. 


Peter C. Meyer is the county 
elections officer, running a sub­ 
department of the clerk’s of­ 
fice. Meyer has held that job 
since 1968. Under him, Marin 
elections, formerly noted for 
slow' counts, foul-ups in voter 
notification, and even an accu­ 
sation by the secretary of state 
of influencing an election result 
by 
misplacing 
a 
candidate’s 
name, have become noted in­ 
stead for sm ooth operation. 
Now Marin is one of the “quick 
count’’ counties, with a mini­ 
mum of election troubles. 
John F. Musser Jr. has the 
longest 
exp erien ce 
in 
the 
clerk's office. He has been 
there since 1958,and has been 
assistant clerk since 1968, be­ 
fore which he was head of the 
elections department. 
Junetta B. Younglove is dep­ 
uty jury commissioner and sec­ 
retary for Marin County Supe­ 
rior Court, so she, like Hanson, 
has experience in court work 
which is an important part of 
the county clerk’s duties.

State Housing Subsidies 
Result In Pay Inequity

What seem s to be a glaring oversight in 
the m anagem ent of state property has 
been accidentally brought to light by the 
State Board of Control. 
It all .started last sum m er when the 
board, sparked by disclosures that State 
College Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke is 
occupying a 8350.000 Bel Air mansion for 
which he pays only $136 a month rent, 
ordered a com plete review of the state’s 
rental policies. 
The board then learned that about 3.000 
employes live in state-owned housing 
The rent charged Dumke represents the 
maxim um ort a escending rental scale 
based upon the num ber of rooms and the 
age of the dwellings. 
Queries as to why the state didn t 
follow the norm al practice of basing 
resits upon the \alu e of the propern 
brought the answ er that the values were 
not known. In other words, the state has 
failed to inventory its rental property 
N eith er has it kept cost accounting 
records. 


departm ents no longer desire to provide 
housing for employes. Still there rem ain 
many residences for which some use has 
seemed desirable until the buildings can 
!* phased out in an economically feasible 
u ay 
The board concluded that unless the 
rentals charged have a realistic relation- 
'hip to property values, the state is in the 
portion of violating the equal pay for 
equal work concept of state em ploym ent.

WASHINGTON — How to win friends 
and influence people — the right people 
on the right side of the political ledger — 
is the Nixon goal. The motive is to hold 
the line against im peachm ent in Con­ 
gress. 
The president four years ago sent an 
environm ental m essage to Congress — a 
first for any president — calling for a 
new national land-use policy. A year later 
the White House sent up a national land- 
use policy bill providing aid and encour­ 
agem ent to the states in regulating areas 
of critical environm ental concer. 
Applause cam e not only from conserva­ 
tionists but from the conference of state 
governors, the conference of m ayors, the 
association of counties and the league of 
cities.

Strain From Atlantic Alliance 


LONDON — The lifting of the Arab oil 
em bargo on the United States clears the 
'-ingle biggest hurdle out of the way of 
urgent repair work on the NATO alliance 
So long as the Arabs were penalizing 
the Americans and rew arding most Euro­ 
peans, it was difficult in the extrem e for 
anything useful to be attem pted Indeed. 
it w asn’t even being tried 
Now the picture can change. Washing­ 
ton is relieved of its concern that the 
E u ro p ean s, p a rtic u la rly the F ren ch , 
might get an unfair and uncooperative 
preferential position with the Arab oil

But the 
European allies m ade token contributions 
to the m ajor A m erican effort in the 
Korean war, and largely restrained from 
official disapproval over the Vietnam 
war. 
Oil is another m atter. Most people have 
forgotten what a dangerous chill w as put 
on the relationship between W ashington 
and London over the Suez crisis 
President Eisenhow er and Sec. of State 
Jo h n F o ster D ulles even co n sid ered 
putting the United States fleet between 
Suez and the British expedition heading 
there from Malta, and did apply an oil 
em bargo on Britain which was lifted only- 
after Prime M inister Anthony Eden re ­ 
signed 
In the Suez 
affair the roles were 
reversed British and French sided with 
Israel The United States joined Moscow 
in try ing to protect the Arabs But oil was 
at the bottom of it all 
The dam age to the alliance was severe 
The special relationship between W ash­ 
ington and London never did recover 
fully This had one unforeseen and unin­ 
tended result. It helped clear the way for 
the British to join the Common M arket. 


THE LATEST OIL embargo also has 
put a severe strain on the alliance. The 
nature of trans-A tlantic relationships has 
been altered in ways and to degrees 
which cannot yet be measured but will 
em erge in future months, just as did 
B ritain’s changed relationship with the 
United States after Suez 
But the alliance has not been decisively 
broken yet, in spite of the strong words 
which have been hurtling back and forth 
n e r recent days across the Atlantic. 
The most constructive single fact in the 
situation is that the oil em bargo now is 
lifted and thus the oil issue has again 
been drained from inside the relation 
ship. Sec. of state H enry K issin g er 
should be able to see his European 
colleagues as som ething other than per 
sons try ing to keep him from getting the 
oil he so badly w anted for Washington 
But who starts the new dialogue be­ 
tween Washington and the E uropeans’ 
British and G erm ans probably are in the 
best position to launch some doves into 
Atlantic skies 
They are not flying yet. But after a 
little time for everyone to calm down,

How War Came To An End: 
They Put It Up To People 


Peace came to the world in 
2010 when the United Nations 
ruled it would take a two-thirds 
vote of the people to declare 
war. 
For centuries, the power to 
declare war rested in the hands 
of kings, tyrants, parliaments, 
presidents, dictators and legis­ 
lators. 
With unchallenged authority, 
they sent millions of people into 
w ars that resulted in millions of 
deaths and unmeasured devas­ 
tation. 
Gradually in the late 20th 
century, the movement to let 
the people vote on more and 
more issues grew, and finally in 
1097 in a small European repub­ 
lic the people won the right to 
declare war. 


T H E 
F IR S T T E ST cam e 
when the president of the re­ 
public asked the people to de­ 
clare war on a neighbor, who 
had valuable minerals his coun­ 
try needed. 
The ballot was drawn up: 
‘Shall the republic declare war 
on the freedom on or about July 
23? ” and public hearings were 
held throughout the land. 
The residents asked, “ How 
much will it cost?” and the 
president’s staff estimated $320 
billion. 
How much will that raise 
our taxes?” 
“About $100 a year for the 
owner of an average hovel," a 
government official replied. 
“ How many years will it take 
to pay off the war debt?" 
"About 220 years, if we get a 
favorable interest rate from the 
Bank of Europe,” the presi- 
font's financial adviser replied. 


"HOW MANY PEOPLE will 
be killed?” 
"If we use nuclear weapons 
and they retaliate, we figure we 
can save 17 per cent of the 
population; otherwise, with con- 
entional weapons, we can save 
7 per cent," the general re­ 
plied. 


“The question was how many 
will be killed," someone in the 
back row shouted. 
“Ifs hard to say," the gener­ 
al replied. “ But IO to 15 million 
is a fair guess, give or take a 
few million." 


“Why should I send my sons 
to w ar?” amother asked. 
“Ifs better than having him 
hanging around the soccer field 
unem ployed,’’ the country’s 
chief economist said. “ Don’t 
you realize we have an unem­ 
ployment problem and the war 
will create jobs and payrolls?” 


WHAT W ILL WE GET for 
our $320 billion and IO to 15 
million dead?’’ 


“We will maintain the honor 
of our glorious republic, uphold­ 
ing the faith of our brave sol­ 
diers who have died in past 
wars: we will obtain the miner­ 
als necessary to our industry, 
and we will silence that brute of 
a warmonger who rules in fief­ 
dom,” the president said. 
The campaign carried to the 
streets with the military e a r n ­ 
ing signs that read, "War With 
H onor." and pacifists with 
signs 
reading, 
“ War Isn ’t 
Worth Two Cents." 
When election day arrived, 
voters turned out in record 
number and defeated the war 
measure by a solid margin, 
with 75 per cent opposed. 


M E A N W H ILE the rules of 
Fiefdom, worried about the pos­ 
sibility of war being declared 
by their neighbor, held a spe­ 
cial war vote of their own. 
The result in Fiefdom was 
even more decisive, with only 
ll per cent voting for war. 
In the next few years, resi­ 
dents of other countries de­ 
manded the war vote, and in 
every election in every country, 
war was defeated. 
Finally belatedly acknowledg­ 
ing the trend, the United Na­ 
tions in 2010 made the war vote 
universal.

ROBERT FROST 
Honored today 


Farm Scene 
Of Frost 
Observance 


DERRY, N.H. (AP) - The 
farm 
that inspired Robert 
Frost's poems of rugged New 
England life and Yankee indi­ 
vidualism has become the cen­ 
ter for observing the late poet's 
100th birthday. 
“He was heartbroken when 
he visited this place and found 
that it had become an automo­ 
bile graveyard," said Lesley 
Frost Ballantine, the poet’s 
daughter who grew up here 
from 1900 to 1910. 
Frost was born in San Fran­ 
cisco, March 26. 1874. 
Since the state bought the 
property after Frost’s death a 
decade ago, the rusting hulks of 
hundreds of wrecked cars have 
been removed from what had 
been his apple orchard. 
"Of all the places we lived, 
this is the one he would have 
wanted to restore," said Mrs 
Ballantine, who insisted that 
Derry' be chosen for the issu 
ance of a commemorative Unit­ 
ed States postage stamp today 
on the 100th anniversary of 
Frost’s birth. 
Frost, who moved here in 
1900 after he dropped out ot 
Harvard, said the IO years he 
lived in Derry were the basis of 
most of his poetry'. 
Although the orchard became 
a junkyard, the house "is fun­ 
damentally the same as it was 
when I lived in it,” Mrs. Ballan­ 
tine said. "It hasn't been treat­ 
ed badly." 
The white clapboard farm­ 
house and attached bam stand­ 
ing alone on a hill amid a few 
old maple trees have been 
freshly painted, but peeling 
wallpaper and ceiling paint re­ 
veal the need for work inside 
Some of the onginal plank 
flooring has been covered with 
linoleum, the wood-burning 
stove has been removed from 
the kitchen, and the two-seat 
privy in the bam has been 
boarded over 
The bathroom 
installed rn the house will have 
to be removed for the sake of 
authenticity, Mrs. Ballantine 
said 
Outside, time has wrought 
greater changes. The \ lllage 
about two miles away has ex­ 
panded with new residents 
moving north of Boston and the 
nearby Massachusetts border. 
A trailer park is on the edge of 
the 70 acres acquired by the 
state, 
"People don’t even talk with 
the same New Hampshire ac­ 
cent," said Ed Barna, a 26- 
year-old poet who with his wife, 
Amy, has lived in the house as 
a caretaker for the last three 
years. 
Wuods near the bouse have 
grown up around the New Eng­ 
land stone wall, west-running 
brook and pasture spring that 
were the subjects of some of 
Frost’s best-loved poems

South's M ajor Goof Came On 
Second Trick By Using An Ace 


Some years ago, a friend of 
mine painted himself into a 
corner of a room and had to 
wait there several hours while 
the floor dried. This gave the 
rest of us plenty of time to 
compliment him on his fore­ 
sight and general intelligence. 
When we make the same sort of 
mistake at the bridge table, 
fortunately, the punishment 
doesn't last as long.

By this time dummy was 
reduced to three diamonds.

SOUTH’S MISTAKE 
South made his mistake at 
the second trick.

HOW TO KEEP WELL

Carbon Monoxide Aggravates 
Condition Of Angina Pectoris 


In this country, carbon monoxide is found 
mainly in tobacco smoke and the exhaust of 
automobiles and trucks. There is no doubt 
that the gas aggravates angina pectoris by 
lessening the am ount of exertion a victim can 
do before chest pain develops. 
Normally, the hemoglobin in blood picks up 
its oxygen in the lungs and delivers it to the 
tissues of the body. But whenever hemoglobin 
has a choice between carbon monoxide and 
oxygen, it will select monoxide 200 to one. 
Furtherm ore, CO rem ains in 
the blood for several hours and 
the ill effects usually stem from 
the tissu es being robbed of 
much needed oxygen. 


TH E SITUATION is some­ 
what sim ilar to having a n ar­ 
row ed h ard en ed a rte ry th at 
fails to deliver enough blood 
(and oxygen) to an organ. This 
oxygen deficiency is no differ­ 
ent from blood containing too 
little oxygen (due to CO flowing 
through norm al arteries). The 
trouble begins when the arter­ 
ies are already narrowed and 
the individual inhales too much 
monoxide. This is why CO expo­ 
sure aggravates angina pecto­ 
ris. 
A ir usually co n tain s som e 
carbon monoxide. A safe limit 
is 35 parts per million (ppm). 
When 
inhaled, 
this leads to 
levels up to I per cent in the 
hem oglobin 
co n ten t 
of 
the 
blood. On Los Angeles freeways 
the CO in the air reaches as 
high as 147 ppm 


DRIVING WITH the windows 
open leads to blood levels up to 
5 per cent — still low enough to 
prevent acute poisoning in a 
norm al person. 
C ig a rette sm oke has been 
called concentrated air pollu­ 
tion. Inhalers get about 475 ppm 
p e r c ig a r e tte , P a c k -a -d a y 
sm okers subject their system s 
to considerable monoxide. In 
fact, CO levels of up to 90 ppm. 
have been m easured passing 
across the faces of people seat­ 
ed next to sm okers. 
Breathing 50 ppm CO for four 
to live hours raises the CO 
content of hemoglobin from 1.3 
to 2 9 per cent, an amount that 
is enough to alter the exercise 
perform ance of a person with 
angina. And if this person is a 
sm oker, the blood level may go 
up to 16 to 18 per cent CO.

Harnessing Energy Of The Sun 
May Depend On Horseshoe Crab

The eye of the horseshoe crab 
may hold the key to harnessing 
solar energy, 
In the murky waters of a 
hundred million years ago, an 
early species of horseshoe crab 
developed a special form of 
compound eye that gathered 
light efficiently. 
So efficiently, in fact, that its 
simple design should be capa­ 
ble of turning sunlight into elec­ 
tricity without using cumber­ 
some mirrors to track the sun 
across the sky. 
In 1966 a physicist of the 
Enrico Fermi Institute at the 
University of Chicago rediscov­ 
ered the same design He was 
trying to develop a light collec­ 
tor for one of his experiments, 
und he did not realize what he 
had at the time. 
However. Robert Sachs, di­ 
rector of the Argonne National 
laboratory in Illinois, felt that 
the device — a funnel that 
worked for light — represented 
a breakthrough in solar energy 
research. 
At his suggestion, the discov­ 
erer. Roland Winston, and a 
colleague. Dr Riccardo Levi- 
Setti, began last summer to 
adapt it to harness solar ener­ 
gy- 
Enough sunlight falls on all 
the roofs in the United States, a 
recent survey shows, to supply 
the nation’s present electrical 
needs; but sunlight is diffuse 
and must he concentrated be­ 
fore it can be used to create 
economical electric power. 
Until now, the major effort in 
building large solar energy 
plants has been through the use 
of dished mirrors that focus the 
image of the sun on a specially 
coated pipe. Gas or molten 
metal flowing through this pipe' 
carries off the heat

collided diffuse light like the 
sunlight on a cloudy day as well 
as direct sunlight. But at that 
time Winston did not think of it a 
application to solar energy pro­ 
duction. 
In 1971, the physicist learned 
from a noted ophthalmologist 
that cells in the human retina 
have the same shape In 1973 
Dr Levi-Setti associated it with 
the eyes of the horseshoe crab 
In January, Winston and his 
collaborators at Argonne re­ 
ceived research grants from 
the National Science Founda­ 
tion and the Atomic Energy 
Commission to develop this con 
(Opt 
As early as 1958, solar energy 
researchers had dismissed the 
stationary collector of light for 
all but hot water heating, and 
perhaps solar air-conditioning 
They calculated that it could 
concentrate the sun s light by 
at most two to three times its 
normal intensity — still not 
enough for power generation 
But they were thinking in terms 
of images, says Sachs. 
Winston has developed a so­ 
lar collector that consists of a 
series of troughs with the pro­ 
per parabolic sides Placed par 
aliet to the path of the sun rn 
the sky, each trough would send 
a thin stream of concentrated 
light on the absorptive pipe 
beneath, no matter at what 
angle sunlight falls on it 
It 


should collect the sun s rays 
efficiently during daylight 
hours with only seasonal reo­ 
rientations. 
The design appears applica­ 
ble for rooftop use, and theoret­ 
ically can meet the require 
ments for solar air-conditioning 
as well as heating, Winston 
says.

Gads! What in the world happened to the 
Warriors coming down the homestretch of the 
National Basketball Association regular season? 
What was a season long two-horse race for the 
Pacific Division title ended in a walk away for the 
L A. Lakers 
Teams of all sports have been known to fold in 
the waning days of seasons, but this one was 
complete. Oh how complete. After winning back- 
to-back games with the Lakers a few days ago, it 
looked like it was going to be the Warriors all the 
way. But then the bottom fell out, with a gurgling, 
c hoking sound. There were five straight losses, to 
teams such as the Seattle Supersonics, Phoenix 
Suns and Buffalo Braves. Those teams are not 
e xactly the powerhouses of the NBA. Coupled with 
the last loss was the mathematical elimination 
Irom the race which had turned into an unrace. 


JU ST IO DAYS ago, after the Warriors had 
soundly beaten the Lakers by 30 points, Golden 
State appeared on its way to the playoffs. That 
was then. Now is now. 
Explanations for the sudden collapse come in 
many forms. Some say it was the loss of Nate 
Thurmond, sidelined the last few weeks with a 
painful instep. Others point toward that grueling 
c losing schedule, one which called for 18 games in 
the last 26 days of the season. Or was it possible 
that the Warriors reached such an emotional 
• high” after that Laker two-game sweep they 
couldn’t come down to reality and tend to the 
work at hand, namely beating the supposedly 
weaker opposition in the final few games0 
There is still another possibility mentioned 
frequently: the Warriors were not playing as a 
team, but more like 12 individuals. It was obvious 
the Warriors were not playing to their capability. 
They continued to make turnovers, about the only 
thing they did consistently throughout the season. 


BUT THE CONSISTENCY in the positive as­ 
pects of the game, scoring points and playing good 
defense, was not to be found. So, as the players 
hung their heads and the fans shook theirs, the 
division title went slipping through fingers like so 
many grains of sand. 
Bay Area basketball fans like to be with 
w inners, and second best will not do, as the Giants 
found out when their attendance slipped during 
that stretch when it seemed they were always 
finishing in second place. 
A collapse such as that performed by the 
Warriors leaves many fans bitter.

I

and Gun Club’s annual crab 
feed. About 275 people showed 
up and proceeded to chow down

cooked 
cracked crab. After the feed, 
club president Ken Watts asked 
everyone if he enjoyed the 
feast. From the unanimous cho­ 
rus of “ayes” he received in 
answer, I’m sure everyone en­ 
joyed themselves. 
At one point Ollie Quan of 
China Camp and some of his 
cohorts cam e over just to 
“ sling the bull.” All were pros 
in the bass fishing fraternity, 
naturally. But would you be­ 
lieve it? A few weeks ago when 
I had mentioned in the column 
that using mudsuckers seemed 
to be the hottest bass catching 


method in the upper San Pablo 
Bay, these guys thought I was 
just pulling their legs. They 
hadn’t even heard of a mud- 
sucker. Then they spent some 
time checking boats for catches 
and bait used. It didn’t take 
them long to learn this new 
angle. Ollie’s wife, Maryann 
has even come up with a meth­ 
od of fooling those big stripers 
who are partial to female mud- 
suckers. She say’s all you have 
to do is put lipstick on the 
males. Now that’s good think­ 
ing. 


I CHECKED SOME of the 
shore anglers around China 
Camp, 
Buckeye Point and 
McNear’s Beach. Some of these 
fellows would surprise you with 
their catches of bass and floun­ 
ders. One angler even had a 24- 
inch halibut. Not to be out of it, 
some of the shore anglers have 
been doing well with mudsuck­ 
ers as bait. You’ve got to prop­ 
erly bait this fish to your hook. 
Most of the fellows are using 
the mudsuckers live on a salm­ 
on trolling hook, baiting them 
from the head to the tail. The 
hook is at the head end. as the 
bass swallow these baits head 
first. You also must permit the 
bass to take 30 feet of line or so, 
so that the fish really has the 
bait solidly in its mouth. If you 
set the hook too fast, you will 
miss hooking the fish 
The perch fishing also has 
been good, with reports of red- 
ta ils , y e llo w ta ils, pogees, 
barred and silver perch all 
being on the stringers The lads 
around Loch Lomond are clean­ 
ing up and having a ball. Seven- 
year-old kids are even getting 
into the act much to Dad’s 
pleasure. 


THE SALMON FISHING feU 
off somewhat this week. The 
pressure has really been heavy, 
and so many motors could have 
moved the fish. This happened 
Sunday at the Richmond Bridge 
where about 20 boats really 
stirred up the waters. After all, 
these fish can be frightened off 
by the continual roar of the 
m otors, especially when the 
bridge waters at low tide may 
be only eight to IO feet deep. 
Seek the quiet areas for best 
results. This week should be 
ideal in the early mornings with 
the incoming tides.

No more. From 15-20 fisher­ 


men on weekdays and 200 on 
weekends, the num ber has 
dropped to 5-10 a day and 50 on 
weekends, Giddings estimated. 
The Department of Fish and 
Game is trying to turn things 
around by raising salmon in 
hatcheries and depositing them 
in streams. Over two tons of 
fingerlings — some 40,000 fish 
in all — were planted March 13 
in Paper Mill Creek.

Shelling In 
Golan Area 
Continuing

The big guns resumed their 
daily shelling for the 15th day 
today on the Golan Heights.

An Israeli spokesman said 
Syrian gunners opened fire with 
artillery and tank cannons and 
that the shells slammed into the 
southern sector of the salient 
Israeli carved out of Syria in 
the October war.

City Worker 
Pay Boost 
Is Approved 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
City employes finally got their 
$600 a year pay hike yesterday, 
but it did not come easy. 


The pay package, subject of a 
nine-day strike earlier in the 
month, passed 7-3. Two supervi­ 
sors tried to enter last-minute 
amendments but later with­ 
drew. 
Supervisor 
Quentin 
Kopp 
urged that higher raises be 
granted to city engineers, ar­ 
chitects, planners and drafts­ 
men. At that point, Board Pres­ 
ident Dianne Feinstein yielded 
the gavel and said, “ If the pay 
package is opened up, there is 
no way to be fair unless you 
give everyone earning more 
than $1,000-a-month larger rais­ 
es." 
Supervisor Robert Mendel­ 
sohn then offered an amend­ 
ment to that effect. 


After a lengthy debate, Kopp 
withdrew his motion, and Men­ 
delsohn followed suit. 
To top it off. City Attorney 
Thomas O'Connor warned the 
hoard that a provision promis­ 
ing a $500,000 dental program is 
illegal, the board passed the 
ordinance anyhow, legal or not 


Tribunal Overturns Conviction 
Of Wearing Flag On Seat Pants 


WASHINGTON (API) - The 
Supreme Court overturned yes­ 
terday the conviction of a Mas­ 
sachusetts man arrested for 
wearing an American flag on 
the seat of his pants. 


The court ruled 5 to 4 that the 
state law against mistreatment 
of the American flag was un­ 
constitutional because it was 
too vague and too broad. 


In his majority opinion, Jus­ 
tice Lewis F. Powell wrote that 
the law “ fails to draw reasona­ 
bly 
clear lines between tho 
kinds of nonceremonial treat­ 
ment that are criminal and 
those that are not.” 


He also said that “ flag con­ 
tempt statutes have been char­ 
acterized as void of lack of 
notice on the theory that what 
is contemptuous to one man 
may be a work of art to anoth­ 
er " 


The case involved Valarie Go- 
guen, who was convicted in 
Worcester, County, Mass., for 
wearing a United States flag 
sewed to the seat of his pants. 
Justice Byron R White, in a 
concurring opinion, said he 
thought the law was not too 
vague, but believed it did vio­ 
late the First and l ith Amend­ 


ments guaranteeing free speech 
and due process. 
In one of the two dissenting 
opinions. 
Justice William H. 
Rehnquist said he thought the 
law did not violate the First 
Amendment since the defend­ 
ant did not seem to be “ trying 
to communicate any particular 
idea. . . 
which is entitled to 
First Amendment protection.” 


“ The significance of the flag, 
and the deep emotional feelings 
it arouses in a large part of our 
citizens, cannot be fully ex­ 
pressed in the two dimensions 


of a lawyer s brief or of a 
judicial opinion,” said Rehnqu­ 
ist. In other decisions, the 
court: 


Refused to review an appeal 
of a decision which struck down 
New Jersey’s 1847 abortion law 
as an invasion of a woman’s 
privacy and unconstitutionally 
vague. Since the court ruled 
last year that women and their 
doctors have a right to decide 
on an abortion in the first 
trimester of pregnancy, it has 
declined to hear any abortion 
cases.
